Spy Satellite to Spot 
Missile Site A nywhere

The United States is devel- 
oping a satellite system to 
spot ballistic missile launch 
points anywhere in the world, 
including Bed China, accord- 
ing to testimony before a Sen- 
ate Committee. 

The Defense Department 
pulled aside the curtain of 
secrecy to give a two-para- 
graph peek at the early warn- 
ing program in a statement 
by John S. Foster Jr., direc- 
tor of Defense Research and 
Engineering, before the Sen- 
ate Aeronautical and Space 
Committee. 

The testimony indicated re- 
finements otf the super-secret 
spy satellite system. 

Foster said the capabilities 
and mission of the early warn- 
ing program are being reori- 
ented and extended. 

“The continuing advance of 
iechnology now will allow us 
jo add significant new and ad- 
ditional capabilities to this 
satellite,” he said. 

These capabilities, Foster ; 


added in the censored version 
of his statement, “include lo- 
cation of ballistic missile 
I launch points, detecting nu- 
clear detonations for missle 
strike reporting, attack assess- 
ment and test ban monitor- 
ing.”
